The three-judg e pan el upheld 
an earlier decision by Judg e Jo­ 
seph P. Kin n eary , U. S. District 
Court in Columbus, Ohio, that 
Licavoli an d received a fair 
trial. 
Licavoli had been the subject 
of n umerous charg es ag ain st 
state an d prison officials that 
he has received special treat­ 
men t while in the Ohio Pen iten ­ 
tiary an d had main tain ed con ­ 
trol over rackets in » the n orthern 
Ohio area. 
F. Lee Bailey , n oted crimin al 
attorn ey from Boston , had arg - 
ü ed that prosecutin g officials at 
the time of the » trial had in tim- 
idaed witn esses an d that the 
trial was held in an atmosphere 
“permeated 
with 
prejudicial 
publicity .” 
Steven Mü ler, assistan t Fran k­ 
lin Coun ty prosecutor, had asked 
the court why Licavoli had wait­ 
ed 34 y ears to appeal the case.

In view of disappointing experiences in th e past, 
one dare not allow h is h opes to get too h igh about 
any favorable rumor or report out of East Ger­ 
many. For all too often th e reports eith er are false, 
or ovei -optimistic—or th e events reported, if true, 
turn out to be of a temporary nature. 
Siii1 any suggestion of a relaxation of th e stem 
policies of East Germany with respect to th e Ber­ 
lin Wall and th e movement th rough it of people 
from West to East is h ope-producing. 
Consequently th e action of th e East German gov­ 
ernment in offering concessions toward allowing 
West Berliners to visit East Berlin and East Ger­ 
many—possibly before Easter—is welcomed. It is 
even being referred to as a major policy turnabout. 


FURTHER PRODUCTIVE of h ope is th e fact th at 
th e offer of concessions apparently h as no precon­ 
ditions such as were attach ed to previous offers by 
th e East Germans. 
Th e offer made last week actually is being de­ 
scribed by both Western and Communist diplomats 
as a breakth rough in th e impasse over th e divided 
city. 
As a part of th e concessions, th e East Germans 
appear willing, at long last, to acknowledge th at 
th e four-power talks h ave precedence over negotia-

tions between th e two Germanys. In th is regard It 
is reported th at th e four-power talks, between th e 
United States, Russia, Great Britain and France, 
also h ave taken a tuin for th e better th is month . 
It just could be th at th e refusal of th e West Ger­ 
man government to put into force th e renunciation 
oi force pact with th e Soviet Union until th e politi­ 
cal links between West Berlin and West Germany 
are secured, as well as th e access routes between 
th e two, is h aving a positive effect. 
By standing pat Ch ancellor Willy Brandt of West 
Germany may be compelling th e East German* 
and th eir Soviet “big broth ers” to be more reason- 
rble in th eir attitude toward resolving th e cold 
war as it involves th e Germanys. In th is th ere i* 
room for h ope. 
Siiii we must remember th at as recently as Jan. 
27 to Feb. 1 th e East German auth orities delayed 
civiiiar traffic on th e West Berlin access routes. 
Th ey protested Jan. 24 th at visits by Qh ancelor 
Brandi and West German President Gustav Heine- 
marii- to West Berlin would “create new conflicts 
in th e h eart of Europe.”

Ch arcellor Brandt’s call for German unity a s a 
'pipe dream ” on Jan. 29 but two days later res or- 
eo direct teleph one service between th e two Ger­ 
manys for th e first time since 1952. 
In th e face of such unpredictable beh avior a s we 
h ave come to expect from th e Communists, it is 
difficult to know wh eth er th e newly generated op­ 
timism is realistic or not. In th is instance, h owever, 
we sincerely h ope it is. 


T h e Excesses o f Po litickin g 


Sen. George McGovern of South Dakota is con­ 
ducting h imself in th ese days in a way wh ich points 
up a major growing weakness in our system of gov­ 
ernment—th e politics of it. 
More th an a year prior to th e next presidential 
primary and nearly 20 month s before th e next pres­ 
idential election th e senator is out politicking wh en 
h e ough t to be devoting h is time to th e duties h e 
was entrusted with by th e people of South Dakota. 


HE IS GOING among th e young people of th e 
land in an effort to build 
a support’ base among 
diem primarily on h is total antiwar stand. He h as 
said h e would end th e war in a m atter of weeks if 
elecied president wh ich can only mean h e would 
surrender all th at th is country and its allies h ave 
fough t for during th e longest war in th is nation's 
h istory. 
Currently h e is touring New Hampsh ire, meeting 
Democratic leaders and visiting college campuses 
^Instead of legisating in th e h alls of Congress wh e. e, 
a s a United States senator, h e sh ould be concern­ 


ing h imself with matters affecting all Americans, 
matters h e is being paid to deal with . 
Th e record of Congress h as been increasingly dis­ 
appointing to large segments of th e American pub­ 
lic ai it continues to stall th e administration’s plans 
ir. one field after anoth er. Th e terms “do-noth ing 
Congress” and “do-little legislators” are not exact­ 
ly complimentary of th e men wh o are serving us all 
as oui representatives. 


THE TOTALITY OF POLITICS as practiced in 
th e United Sta es and as exh ibited in th e h al’s of 
Congiess th rough both action and inaction tends to 
frustrate th e people and give cause to wonder if th e 
parliamentary system as practiced in Great Britain 
may not be more effective. 
Th e excesses of politicking, of wh ich we are re­ 
minded by Sen. McGovern’s traipsing th rough N w 
Hampsh ire wh ile Congress is in session, plus t e 
exorbitant spending by candidates for public office 
suggest th at some revisions in our political system 
are in order—in fact are long past due.

(Th e median is a statistical dividing line. Exact­ 
ly h alf th e population is older th an 2 7 .6 yesrs; h alf 
¿h e population is younger.) 
Th ere h ave been oth er dips th rough out th e coun­ 
try’s h istory, but generally th e trend h as definitely 
bean toward a h igh er and h igh er median age. 
In 1820, for example, wh en th e birth rate was far 
h igh er and life expectancy was far lower th an it is 
today, th e median age was 16.7 years. 
In 1870 th e median was up to 2 0 .1, and in 192 0 it 
w?s 25.3. 
As th e baby boom passes, th e median again will 
start unward, reach ing an estimated 30 years by 
th e 1620s.

According to th ese late re* 
ports a bitter figh t is now in 
progress for leadersh ip of th e 
Kunming Military Region,

Vying for power are 
Ch ou 
Hsing, Ch e 
Kang and Wang 
Pi-ch eng, deputy

Th e present infigh ting was set 
off by th e death of Tan-Fu-jen,

Dec. 18, 19 70, from an unreport­ 
ed cause. 


WHAT IS AT* STAKE is th e 
control of th e vast areas of 
south west Ch ina. Tan 
was a

to h old on to h is place as Mao 
Tse-tung’s titular successor as 
ruler of mainland Ch ina, h e 
must keep one of h is own men 
in th is crucial post left vacant 
by Tan’s death . 
Historically,

problems h ave th reatened th eir 


leadersh ip, Mao and Lin Piao 


h ave inevitably put th e solution 
of local internal problems first 
and left forei« m activities on th e 
back burner.

He Builds Cities of Future

(NEA) — C. V. Wood Jr. ir a 
man to be taken seriously de­ 
spite such errant credits as Ch i­ 
li Ch ampion of th e World (pro­ 
claimed by a framed certificate 
in h is office) and Top Displaced 
West Texas (also certified on 
th e wall). Because, in h is work­ 
ing h ours as a corporr/.e execu­ 
tive, C. V. Wood Jr. is also very 
much concerned wi h demogra­ 
ph y and th e future course of 
h umanity. 
By th e year 2000 A.D., th e 
United S.ates will h ave a 
)u- 
lation of 300 million, and Wcod 
wants to know wh at we’re going 
to do about it. We h ave 213 ur­ 
ban areas th at daily are grow­ 
ing more congested wh ile our 
rural population is th inning out. 
“A government study report­ 
ed th ere’d h ave to be 272 new 
cities in th e next 30 years to 
h elp h ouse th e 100 million new 
people,” h e says. Th e next ques­ 
tion is: Wh ere are th ese cities 
going to come from? Asked in a 
drawling Panh andle twang. 


WOOD HAS A vested interest 
in th e subject. He is president 
of McCulloch Oil Corp. and also 
of McCulloch Properties, Inc., 
wh ich is creating new cities at 
such diverse sites as Lake Ha­ 
vasu City, Ariz. (in th e middle 
of 
nowh ere), 
Fountain 
Hills 
(near 
Ph oenix) 
and Pueblo 
West, in south -central Colorado. 
But h is pose is altruistic. 
“Th ere are th ree ways,” h e 
says, “of accommodating popu­ 
lation growth — urban renewal, 
urban sprawl and new cities. 
Now urban renewal is th e most 
expensive way to do it. It would 
cost $600 billion more in th e 
next 30 years th an any oth er 
way. Th e land cost is h igh er, 
and wh en th ey tear down bligh t 
in th e central core of a city, 
affecting sewer lines, streets, 
ligh ts and every ph ase of sup­ 
port, th ey rebuild in ch aos. 


“ URBAN SPRAWL 
is 
th e 
po o rest way to take care of 
growth An old boy goes out to 
the edge of town and buys some 
land to develop and h e doesn’t 
ca re a bo ut cultural growth fa­ 
cilities. It’s not planned, and th e 
poor county governments are al­ 
ways playing catch up.” 
He cites Los Angeles, h is own 
base of operations, as an exam­ 
ple of sprawl, with city plan­ 
ning and zoning groups at odds 
with county planning and zon­ 
ing groups and a Irp^ .a --d 
megalopolis resulting. Wh at h e 
advocates instead is a control­ 
led city, such as h e planned on 
th e desert banks of Lake Hav­ 
asu, th rough wh ich courses th e 
Colorado River, separr ting Cali­ 
fornia and Arizona. (His creden­ 
tials for th e project were s"ch 
diverse accomplish ments as th e 
planning and construction of 
Disneyland and a h itch as ch ief 
Industrial engineer to r Convair, 


beside winning th e world’s ch ili 
title at Terlingua, Tex., 
in 1669 .) 


“ IN THE OLD days of th e 
West,” h e says, “cities were 
built rough ly 100 to 150 miles 
apart. Th ey were all a day’s 
run down th e river or down th e 
railroad track, and it didn’t m at­ 
ter if th ey ended up on th e side 
of a h ill or in a buffa’o wallow. 
“Today transportation’s 
not 
th at big a problem. You put th e 
city wh ere it’s logical, for topog­ 
raph y, recreation and weath er. 
Th e four-day work week is h ere. 
Ycu lay th e th ing out righ t.” 
And th en you also cross your 
firqers. 
“We were into Lake Havasu 
City $25 million worth before 
we knew it would work,” h e ad­ 
mits. “It could h ave bankrupted 
us.” 
Of course, th is nation h as 
been dabbling in planned new 
cities since our nation’s fath ers 
laid out Wash ington, D.C. 


“ YEAH,” HE SAYS dryly, 
“ but th ey didn’t control th e den­ 


sity rate. Density is th e key— 
no more th an 4,000 people to a 
square mile. And we also supply 
an economic base. Oth er new 
cities 
in 
metropolitan 
areas 
bleed off th e central core.” 
In h is zeal for new cities, 
Wood h as invested more th an 
$3 million in corporate funds 
for research to ensure it’s done 
righ t. Th is h e augments with a 
personal fad. He visits ruins all 
over th e world, from Cambodia 
to th e excavations of th e Eph es­ 
us in Turkey (“It’ll make Pom­ 
peii look like a tinker’s toy” ). 
“I learn more about struc­ 
tures from th e old boys,” h e 
says, “because th ey knew wh at 
th ey were doing and th ey never 
h ad a cost problem. A h ead tor­ 
pedo ran th e sh ow and used 
slave labor. 
“Th e socio-economic planning 
of th ose places fascinates me. 
At Fountain Hills we’re going 
to build th e most beautiful sin­ 
gle street in th e h istory of th e 
world.”

Questions Value of SST 
Th e time for decision of th e 
future of th e" SST is h ere. It 
rests in th e h ands of 100 Sena­ 
tors, two from each state. 
. 
Th e decision to fund th ese 
commercial supersonic planes 
will cost th e government and 
its constituents in excess of 200 
million dollars. If a success, th e 
program will provide a jet th at 
can fly from New York -to Paris 
in h alf th e time it takes now- 
at a sligh t increase of fares. 
For th ose of us wh o will likely 
never see Paris, wh eth er in a 
707 or th e SST, th is seems like 
an insignificant advance in tech ­ 
nology. 
Th ere is always th e possibili­ 
ty th at, like th e French Air- 
BOAC Concorde, th e American 
prototype will suffer from con­ 
stant 
difficulties 
and 
public 
skepticism. How many people 
would want to fly at 1,400 to 
1,600 mph . in a plane th at h as 
h ad even sligh t engine malfunc­ 
tions? Just th is month th e Brit­ 
ish -French Concorde was forced 
to land after th e air intake vent 
was partially digested by th e 
Rolls-Royce Olympia engine at 
Mach 2-two times th e speed of 
sound. 
Anoth er question of feasibility 
arises wh en one asks th is logi­ 
cal question: If th e SST is so 
premising wh y is it necessary 
to h ave th e US government sub­ 
sidize it? Even at 23 million 
dollr 
apiece, Boeing sh ould be 
capao 3 of production and pro­ 
motion with minimal assistance 
from our tax dollars • a Boeing 
7 4 7 costs sligh tly more th an $7 
million and many more th an 


four per year are built. 
From my reading of th e econ­ 
omy of th e SST, th is is some­ 
th ing less th an a wise invest­ 
ment. Jobs for unemployed? 
Wh y not government assis­ 
tance in th e fields of reclama­ 
tion, sanitation, education and 
public construction? Th ese ar­ 
eas are more critical today th an 
reduced travel time for th e jet 
set. Anyway, if a person is skill­ 
ed enough to build a supersonic 
jet plane wh y sh ould h e be un­ 
employed? 
Th ere are oth er th ings besides 
an uncertain investment of h ard- 
earned tax dollars in fast planes. 
Th ere are th e potential dangers 
th is plane could h ave on th e 
environment. 
Wh eth er or not 
one finds noise above th e 100 
decibels as irritating, it does 
destroy th e auditory nerves and 
results in a gradual destruction 
of h earing. 
Th e SST is noisy, 25 per cent 
noisier on th e ground th an pres­ 
ent jet planes. But perh aps th e 
biggest complaint by th ose of us 
wh o make it our business to 
know wh ai’s good for ourselves 
is th e “sonic boom.” Th ere is 
talk of flying at subsonic speeds 
over land and only supersonical­ 
ly over water. 
Now since most travel is be­ 
tween places wh ere land is be­ 
tween (with exceptions of New 
York-Paris, San Francisco-Hon- 
olulu, Miami-Madrid) wh y is th e 
SST necessary? Most air travel 
in th e U.S. is between inland 
cities.

Sen. J.W. Fulbrigh t, ch air­

same point in proposing a bill 
aimed at requiring Kissinger to 
come before th e panel, even if

refuses

any th ing

Kissinger, 
Fulbrigh t 
said, 
“h as steadfastly refused to ap­ 
pear before any congressional 
committee, eith er in public or 
in private. 
“Th e 
result 
is

people’s representatives in Con­ 
gress are denied direct access 
not only to th e President h im­ 
self, but to th e individual wh o 
is th e President’s ch ief foreign 
policy adviser,” Fulbrigh t said 
in a speech prepared for th e 
Senate today .
